Crowd Psychology. 


In the course of a stroll at a Jate hour 
on Sunday evening I halted at Blackrock 
Station to watch the seaside trippers 
returning homewards.

Repetition soon led to fraved 
tempers; children grew fretful. their 
parents got cross; smacks and cuffs were 
distributed liberally, and in some cases 
impartially, leading to friction among the 
adults. 

I came away marvelling at the feeling 
beneath it all when I heard one woman, 
with a quartette of petulant children, re- 
mark to a neighbour, ‘‘ I love coming home 
like this in the cool of the evening.” 


Advice to “ Hikers.” 


I have been amused at some of the 
“ tips ” given to English ‘‘ hikers.’’ City- 
dwellers who go on these expeditions are 
advised by one authority to be careful 
when crossing fields where horses and 
cattle are grazing. Horses they are told, 
will probably come running up to them, 
but only in a harmless way, and mo 
danger need be feared if the “ hikers °’ 
take care to keep in front of the animals, 
who never kick forwards.

barnyard terrors might prove disconcert- 
ing to people clad in ‘‘shorts.’’ I notice 
that one humorist, who had apparently 
been reading some of this literature. 
suggested that the inexperienced “ hiker,’’ 
when tempted to take a nap in a con- 
venient field, should be carefnl to keen 
his mouth shut in case a cuckoo should 
come along and lay an egg in it.

THE LIFEBOAT COLLECTION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Will you allow us again to draw the 
attention of the people of Dublin to the 
annual appeal on bebalf of the noble and 
humane cause of the lifeboat, in connection 
with which the Special Effort Committee 
have organised their flag days for to-morrow, 
Wednesday and Thursday next, 24th and 
25th inst., when, with the assistance of the 
lady helpers and others, the “man in the 
street” will be appealed to? The Institu- 
tion’s record is a magnificent one. Over 
€2,600 lives have been saved during the 107 
years since it was instituted. The administra- 
tive expenses for the last year were under 
five per cent. No subsidy is received from 
any Government. It is hardly necessary to 
remind the readers of the /rish T'imes of the 
splendid work carried on by the Institution 
around the coasts of the Irish Free State. 
Several new motor lifeboats, with the most 
up-to-date equipment, have been added to the 
already large fleet of motor lifeboats on our 
coasts within the present year at the cost of 
nearly £30,000. The amount spent last year 
under the heading of upkeep and mainten- 
ance of the Irish boats was about £4,000 
more than the total amount collected in 
Ireland, the. balance having to be supple- 
mented from the general fund in Great 
Britain. Thus it should be the duty of the 
people of Dublin and the Free State generally 
to give liberally towatds the support of the 
good work done by the lifeboats. 

The Special Effort Committee are gratified 
by the response that is being made to their 
appeal in the form of remittances sent 
through the post. as well as by collections 
organised by the Ladies’ Guild, the managers 
of factories, workshops, offices, hotels and 
restaurants ; and every section of the friends 
of the hfeboat can now have the opportunity 
of helping. We shall be _ pleased to 
acknowledge contributions of any amount

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THE CAGED SKYLARK. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—*‘ Quidnunc’s’”’ commendable zeal for 


the well-being of caged song-birds has not 
carried him the length of a dip into the 
provisions of the Wild Birds Protection Act 
passed by. the Dail last year. In to-day’s 
‘‘Trishman’s Diary ” he writes:—‘‘ In addi- 
tion to the many excellent regulations that 
have been introduced for the protection cf 
wild birds, I think that some attempt should 
be made to ensure that cages in which sinz- 
ing birds are confined should be large enough 
to allow them reasonable freedom of move- 
ment.’’ 

In the Wild Birds Protection Act, 1930, 
Section 6 (Sub-section 1) runs as follows: 
“ Anv person who shall keep or confine a 
bird in any cage or other receptacle which 
shall not measure sufficient in height, length 
and breadth to permit such bird freely to 
stretch its wings and exercise itself shall be 
guilty of an offence under this section, and 
shall be liable on summary conviction thereof 
to a penalty not exceeding five pounds.”’ 

It is, therefore, for those who witness 
instances of cruel caging to report such

The Spanish Elections. 


The Spanish elections for the Constituent 
Cortes, which will be held next Sunday, 
will not pass without trouble; but they 
are unlikely to provoke another crisis. 
Six months ago these elections were antici- 
pated with eager interest by everybody ; 
they are coming as an anti- 
climax. The municipal elections of last 
April, and the crowded hour which 
followed them, have left little room for 
interest in an event that irevitably must 
be of secondary significance, Nevertheless, 
next Sunday’s contests will have a certain 
positive value. which the municipal elec- 
tions did not possess. The ezrlier event 
decided what Spain’s future would not be; 
the polling for the Cortes will define 
precisely what it will be—for the present, 
at any rate. Before last April there 
existed, for all practical purposes, two 
parties in Spain—Monarchists and anti- 
Monarchists. To-day, at the broadest 
reckoning, there are three main outlooks, 
represented in varying degrees by no fewer 
than twenty-five The largest 
group of candidates consists of the con- 
stitutional Republicans, headed by Sefor 
Alcala Zamora, the provisional President, 
and Sefior Maura, Minister of the Interior. 
Next in size comes the Socialist-Republican 
Alliance, with the Socialists forming a 
close third. These the standard- 
bearers of the present Republican régime, 
and represent the desire for settlement in 
Spanish affairs.

Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


A fresh outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease, which occurred yesterday 
Lancashire, is the thirty-sixth in Great 
Britain since the 17th June. Infection :s 
still confined to Northern England and 2

The British Legion. 


Preparations are being made tocelebrate 
the tenth anniversary of the British Legion 
on the Ist July. The chief object of these 
celebrations will be to increase’ the 
membership of the Legion, which, 
although it has accomplished much during 
its life towards the betterment of the ex- 
Service men’s lout and the provision of 
employment, still lacks many who ought 
to have joined its ranks. Indeed, it is 
hard to over-estimate the work of the 
Legion for its members. At no time did 
it dissipate its energies in a futile and 
improper effort to shoulder the duties of 
the Government towards the men who 
fought in the War. Its policy always has 
been to co-ordinate benevolence and 
to recall authority to a sense of its duties 
when that sense was found to be deficient. 
Three thousand six hundred and thirty- 
five branches in England, Ireland and 
Wales represent the Legion’s scope of 
activity. Over sixty-two thousand appeals 
in respect of pensions have been brought 
by. it before the House of Lords’ Inde- 
pendent Tribunal, and over thirty-three 
thousand of these have been successful. It 
is, however, in the finding of employment 
and the preservation of a comradeship, 
which between 1914 and 1918 seemed to be 
eternal, and now must be sought, that the 
Legion has deserved best of the nation. In 
Ireland, as in England and Wales, many 
have cause to be grateful for its energies 
on their behalf, and truly the Prince of 
Wales was justified when he described it 
as ' one of our greatest organisations for 
doing good.” It is to be hoped that its 
appeal for new members will not fall on 
dull ears. The least particle of that 
temper which Armistice Day evokes among 
those who have the right to share its 
memories surely will be sufficient to bring 
the old sodality to the ranks where they 
belong.

able condition of affairs. Huge accumula- 
tions of wealth, belonging to jail-birds and 
known, if often unconvicted, assassins 
have been traced, and, no doubt, they 
will whet the enthusiasm of those 
Federal officials who, innocent of 
‘‘ graft’ themselves, see the ‘‘ gangsters ”’ 
as potential contributors to liabilities 
in respect of income tax  evasions. 
On the whole, it is strange that 
such a raid was not launched before. The 
authorities have been aware for some 
time that in New York alone some 
£40,000,000 were being paid annually to 


the city’s ‘‘ racketeers,”’ while no adequate 


proportion of this sum was finding its way 
into the State’s revenue. No doubt, legal 
difficulties of a technical sort will exist 
in the taxation of illegal ‘profits, but things 
have come to such a pass in the United 
States that any undue niceness, however 
pedantically proper, must be held to be 
out of place. We learn that the alarmed

firm of income tax experts in New York 
to watch over their interests.

SWEEPSTAKE on the Cambridge- 
A shire, Which the promoters hope will

Trust, Ltd., is being organised in the Irish 
Free State and in the United States of 
America, and already tickets are on sale 
yn many parts of the U.S.A. 

This sweepstake is known as the “ Irish 
Charitable Sweepstake in aid of the 
Gaedhealtachta,’’ and the promoters are 
the Gaedhealtachta Trust. 

The headquarters of this Trust are in 
Dublin. and a large building in Upper 
O'Connell street has been taken over as 
ofices at a rent that is stated to be £2,400 
The premises are at present being recon- 
ditioned inside. 


NOT SANCTIONED. 

This sweepstake has no Government 
The Civie Guard authorities, it 
is known, have been conducting investiga- 
tions in connection with it, and they have 
forwarded all the papers to the Govern- 
ment Law Officers for their consideration. 

The promoters of the sweepstake have 
stated that it is not their intention to sel] 
tickets in Ireland, though tickets will be 
sold on a large scale in the United States, 
in Great Britain and, in fact, all over the 
world. ' 

The problem that the Law Officers have 
to decide is whether, under these circum- 
stances, the organisation of this sweep- 
stake infringes the laws of this country, 
and whether proceedings should be 
instituted against the promoters. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 

The sweepstake is being organised on a 
big scale, with a prize distribution similar 
to that of the sweepstakes organised by 
the Hospitals’ Trust. After the deduction 
of all expenses, thirty per cent. of the 
proeeds, 1t is announced will go to the 
“Gaedhealtachta ’’ and the other seventy 
per cent. will. be distributed in prizes. 
The prize fund will be divided into as 
many units of £100,000 as it wlil permit. 
_ unit of £100,000 will be divided as 
ollows :-—

This means that the amount received by 
the drawers of horses other than the first, 
second and third, will be rather small.

No statement has been made as to the 
total that this sweepstake is expected to 
reach.

MYSTERIOUS OBJECT. 


The purpose of this sweepstake on the 
Cambridgeshire, which is to be run on 
October 28th next, is obscure. The 
Gaeltacht consists of certain sections of 
the Free State, principally in the West, 
where Irish is a living language, which 
were marked out some years ago by the 
present Government, and which are being 
developed by them. 

The question arises: Does the Gaed

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THE NAUTILUS 
IN CORK. 


SIR H. WILKINS 
ENTERTAINED. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDEST, 


CORK, Tuesday. 

In connection with the arrival of the 
Polar submarine, Nautilus, Sir Hubert 
Wilkins and several members of the ex- 
ploration party were to-day entertained to 
lunch by the Cork Harbour Board. The 
lunch took place at the Victoria Hotel, 
Cork. 

Sir Hubert Wilkins, in a very interest- 
ing speech, paid a striking tribute to the 
port of Cork. . There was scarcely one port 
in four hundred, he said, where they could 
have obtained equal facilities for the re- 
charging of their batteries. In Cork all 
was ready for them, and they were able 
to proceed with the work as soon as the 
submarine moored at the quayside. 

These facilities were all the more wel. 
come when it was remembered that time 
was a vital factor to them. The Arctic 
waited for no man, and there must be only 
the minimum of delay if sticcess were to 
be obtained. He was deeply grateful for 
the help and hospitality vf the people of 
Cork. 

Continuing, Sir Hubert outlined the 
— of his expedition, and laid 
emphasis on the fact that it was not merely 
an adventure, but had a severely practical 
side. It was intended to carry out 
scientific investigation in the Polar regions 
on a scale never previously attempted. 
Many explorers, starting from Peary’s 
time, had visited the Pole, but none of 
them had been able to take an adequate 
amount of scientific apparatus for their 
experiments. 

The object of the Nautilus expedition, 

Sir Hubert said, was to try and establish 
a centre in the Arctic from which meteoro- 
logical experiments could be conducted. 
Foreknowledge of weather conditions was 
essential in commerce, and this could be 
obtained by the establishment of observa- 
tion posts in various parts of the world. 
A station in the Polar regions was very 
desirable from this point of view. 
There were great difficulties, however, 
particularly in the North Polar region, 
where there were few islands on which a 
station could be set up. 


SEARCH FOR AN ISLAND. 


In 1913, Sir Hubert said, when he went 
to the Arctic with Stefanson, the latter 
had suggested that a submarine might be 
used to carry «scientific equipment under 
the ice to an island. At the time Sir 


| Hubert thought that that would be too slow, 


and favoured the idea of using an 
aeroplane to explore the Arctic, and 
to find out if there were any islands 
suitable for their purpose; but in 
1925, when he flew over those regions, he 
was unable to discover any islands at all. 
There remained the question whether the 
station could be set up on the floating ice. 
In order to see if this was possible it was 
necessary to examine the area during the 
summer months, and the only way to do 
so was by submarine. 

If they could establish a station in the 
Arctic they would be able to forecast the 
weather accurately for several months 
ahéad, and the commercial advantages of 
this were obvious. This, it was hoped 
might be the first of several stations in 
various parts of the world. 


HOPING FOR SUCCESS. 

In concluding his speech Sir Hubert 
referred to a remark of Commander 
Danenhowers at the start of the present 
expedition. ' We know you are air- 
minded,’’ the Commander had said, “ but 
before you've finished this trip you'll be 
sub-conscious.’”

POTATO BLIGHT. 


NOW IN TWENTY-TWO 
COUNTIES.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, 

Three more outbreaks of potato blight 
were reported to the Department of Agri- 
culture, Dublin, yesterday. One occurred 
near Ballina, Co. Mayo, and two in Co. 
Donegal, at Creeslough and Stranorlar, 
which had hitherto been free. 

Thus there are twenty-two counties of 
the Irish Free State infected with potato 
blight, and the continuance of sultry, 
cloudy weather conditions points to its 
extension in districts already affected. 

The only effective means of combating 
the disease is by thorough spraying witn 
the Burgundy mixture. There is plenty 
of bluestone available, and if it is mixed 
with the proper proportion of washing 
soda, it will materially help to save the 
crop. 

Bright sunshine and some wind would 
also be an advantage, but these. are 
matters outside human control.

BUILDINGS SHAKEN 
AWAY. 


William Diffy, who lives two miles away, 
said that he was going into his garden at 
the time and the force of the explosion 
took a hoe out of his hand and threw him 
against a tree nearby. 

One man sitting in his house about two 
miles away was knocked out of his chair 
by the force of the explosion. Other 
people in the vicinity thought that it was 
an earthquake. 

The post office building at Wareham, 
three miles away, shook for several 
minutes. When women-folk besieged the 
factory gates, one woman was heard to 
remark to her husband, '' You dreamt last 
night that there was to ve an explosion 
Bill, and it has come true. Thank God, 
you got out of it.” 

An. eye-witness stated that flames leaped 
to a height of a hundred feet. 

The factory has its own fire brigade, and 
it was owing to the splendid work of the 
men that the flames were ,revented from 
spreading. Buildings containing cordite 
were comparatively near. Had the fire 
reached them the havoc would have been 
infinitely worse. 


THE KING’S SYMPATHY. 


The. following. announcement was made 
at the Admiralty last night: '“ His 
Majesty the King has given instructions 
that his deepest sympathy and that of Her 
Majesty the Queen is to be conveyed to the 
dependents of those who lost their lives in 
the. Holton Heath explosion, and he has 
requested to be kept informed of the pro- 
gress of those who were injured.”’ 


BRAVE DOCTORS AND 
NURSES. 


A member of the No. .11 (Dorset) De- 
tachment of the Red Cross said: “ In 
spite of the risks doctors and nurses 
bravely carried through their mission of 
mercy. Factory workers joined with us in 
our task of aiding the injured. A shed in 
the factory was converted into a temporary 
mortuary.” 

An official at the Council offices at Ware- 
ham said that the explosion shook the 
whole town, and people all rushed into the 
streets. A strange orange-red glow near 
the bottom of the smoke column could be 
clearly seen. 

An explosion occurred at the same 
factory in November, 1929, and resulted 
in serious injury to one worker, while 
three others were slightly injured.

3,000LB. OF EXPLOSIVES. 


About 3,000lb. of nitro-glycerine are 
said to have been actually in course of 
preparation at the time. The men en- 
gaged in this specialised work are 
instructed never to take their eyes off the 
thermometer which records the tempera- 
ture. If there is a possibility of the 
temperature going above 24 centigrade or 
going below 10 centigrade, they at once 
release a lever which plunges the mixture 
into '“ the drowning pit ’’—a tank of water 
which ensures complete immunity from 
explosion by negativing the acid. Brine 
tubes encircle the mixture, and their 
pressure is varied according to the 
temperature. 

The whole structure has been completely 
demolished, and it will be extremely diffi- 
cult to ascertain the precise cause of the 
disaster. 

The Royal Naval Cordite Factory 
employs between 1.400 and 1,600 people. 
They work in sheds, which are protected 
from each other by earth-works similar to 
dug-outs. Each shed is completely isolated 
from the others. Although the explosion 
yesterday was of such extraordinary force 
the strong earth banks prevented the fire 
from spreading to other buildings.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

While awaiting France’s action in regard 
to President Hoover's proposal, high 
authorities of t.e State Department 
revealed to-day that France was the first 
country notified when the President de- 
cided to act. She was acquainted with the 
fact last Friday. There was ro preliminary 
discussion of the plan with any other 
nation, but President TF uover had been 
following the situation in Germany keenly, 
and he acted when the financial crisis indi- 
cated that disaster was imminent unless 
he did so. 

Administration officials have not re- 
ceived any official information that France 
intends to submit counter-proposals to the 
Hoover Plan, but, in view of Mr. Stimson’s 
indication that the Hoover Plan is not «> 
be the subject of bickering, and his remark 
about the urgent need fo its adoption, it 
is considered most probable that any 
French proposal for a serious change of 
plan would be received very unfavourably 
in Washington. 

Meanwhile, President Hocver is making 
a complete canvass of every member of the 
Senate and House of Representatives <n 
order to ascertain their attitude towards 
the proposal. The White House has given

PREPARING FRENCH 
REPLY. 


POSSIBLE COUNTER- 
PROPOSALS. —. 


From Revuter’s CorRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Council of Ministers, which sat this 
morning under the presidency of M. 
Doumer to consider the French reply to 
Mr. Hoover's debt moratorium proposals, 
dispersed without taking a decision. A 
special meeting has been called for to- 
morrow. 

The French reply is being drafted, but 
before despatching it the French Govern- 
ment has taken the step of discussing the 
various aspects of the questions involved 
with the Italian and Belgian Governments. 
There are not, however, any discussions 
with the British Government, presumably 
because Britain has already replied to 
Washington. In well-informed quarters 
it is thought that the reply will take the 
form of a counter-proposal, the essenti. | 
aim of which will be to obtain the cer- 
tainty that the Young Plan will not be 
affected by Mr. Hoover's moratorium. 

The French Government has to face the 
possibility that Germany, after a year of 
President Hoover's moratorium, may de- 
clare that she is still unable to pay her 
creditors, and may claim her 1ight, under 
the Young Plan, to a partial moratorium 
of. conditional payments. The French 
Government, it is believed, will suggest to 
Mr. Hoover that Germany shall this year 
pay the unconditional annuity, a net 
amount of 612,000,000 gold marks, to the 
Bank for International Settlements. 

According to the IJ/ntranstgeant, two 
draft replies were before the Council of 
Ministers this morning. One, produce 
by the Quai d'Orsay, was a mere 
acknowledginent of Mr. Hoover's pro- 
posal; the other, the handiwork of the 
Minister of Finance, went into techni- 
calities. Both were turned down, the first 
as being too brief, and the second as too 
diffuse. Hence the need for a third draft. 

The French Ambassador in Washington 
will be instructed to communicate the de- 
tails of the Frerch counter-proposal ver 
bally to the State Department. 


NO FLAT REFUSAL. 

It is not anticipated that France will 
send to Washington anything like a flat 
refusal to participate in the scheme, as 
full credit will be given for Mr. Hoover's 
excellent intentions. It is, however, 
probable that some explanation of the 
reasons which would make France’s uncon- 
ditional acceptance of the scheme difficult 
will be given. 

Yesterday a uggestion was current that 
France might place the sum due to her 
by Germany as her share of the uncondi- 
tional annuities under the Young Plan, 
amounting to something like £25.000.000. 
at the disposal of the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, which would be able 
to lend the money to those countries most 
badly hit by the economic crisis, France, 
meanwhile, issuing short-term Treasury 
Bonds in order to balance her Budget. 

Another suggestion for a counter-scheme 
is put forward by the  Intremriqeant, 
which believes that a £6000... loan to 
aid those countries whose finances will be 
affected by the Hoover Plan is under dis- 
cussion hetween the European Allies and 
the United States. International’ nego 
tiations on the subject, the paper under- 
stands. will shortly begin, the discussion 
on the subject being taken out of the 
hands of the diplomatists and techricians, 
who produced the Dawes Plan and the 
Young Plan, and placed in the hands of 
the bankers and big business men of all 
the interested nations, including Ger- 
many, who, it is suggested, will also 
participate in the loan. 


THREE POINTS. 


It is felt here that, firstly, Germany 
could, if she had wished, have taken 
advantage of the provision of the Young 
Plan, by which she may postpone pay- 
ment for two years of virtually two-thirds 
of her 1931-32 reparation payments with- 
out any special international scheme being 
called into being. Secondly, that France 
cannot afford to forego her share of 
the unconditional payments, amounting 
to some 500,000,000 reichsmarks 
(£25,000.000); and, thirdly, that there 
is some risk of a new international scheme 
calling into question the whole structure 
of the Young Plan which, when it was 
formulated, was, France was assured, the 
very last alteration that would be made 
in reparation payments. 

NEW ZEALAND’S BENEFIT. 


According to a Wellington telegram, 
Mr. Forbes, the Prime Minister, says that 


the New Zealand Budget would benefit 
considerably, should President Hoover's 
scheme operate during the current year. 
It is officially estimated here that in a 
full twelve months New Zealand would be 
relieved of the necessity of paying over 
£1,000,000 if the suspension were carried 
out. On the one hand, New Zealand 
would be relieved of her annual debt pay- 
ment to the mother country of £1,410,000, 
and, on the other hand, she would lose her

by Mr. P. McGilligan, took place at Jammet 5

toast of the French Republic, said :— . 
“I should be sorry to allow the occasion 
of the signing of the first Treaty between 
Ireland and France to pass without noting 
its historic import. At different times in 
t centuries we have made agreements with 
rance for war-like purposes. In pursuance 
of such ,a ents French soldiers fought 
and shed their blood in this island with us 
against a country which was then our 
common enemy, and which has since—with 
the vicissitudes of time—become our common 
friend. During the same od of history 
many thousands of Irish soldiers fought and 
died in the armies of France on the 
Continent. The Great War and its train of 
suffering and sacrifice on the part of all the 
countries of Europe has brought us into a 
new era in which we are a 
common effort to establish permanent peace. 
Friendly economic agreements of the type 
just signed between ourselves and France are 
amongst the best instruments for attaining 
that end. . 


CO-OPERATION RENEWED. 


This Treaty, however, does something more 
for us in Ireland than symbolise the methods 
of the new era. Coming after the establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations between our 
two countries, it is a further step on the 
road to renewed co-operation and friendshi 
in a new and better sphere of action wit 
our oldest friend amongst the nations of the 
world. I feel that friendship between our 
two nations is something instinctive and per- 
manent which no passing misunderstanding 
can trouble, and I wish to use this oppor- 
tunity to pay a warm tribute to Monsieur 
Alphand for the truly admirable fashion in 
which he has worked—and very successfully 
worked—to bring our two -peoples closer 
together and to make his country better 
known and loved in Ireland. 

The following is the translation of Monsieur 
Alphand’s reply :— 

T wih to thank your Excellency very cor- 
dially for what you have said, and for the 
stirring memories which you have evoked on 
the occasion of the signature of the Treaty 
between France and Ireland. While reflecting 
on the fact that Irish and French soldiers 
have from the beginning fought side by side 
on the field of battle, it is very fortunate to 
be able to recognise that in a sphere of 
action destined to achieve the pacific orga- 
nisation of the world Ireland and France are 
fighting the good fight in the councils of the 
nations. And France feels a very keen satis- 
faction on seeing near her, helping her in her 
efforts, her dear friends, who are reconciled 
7 won the long struggle which had divided 
them. 


ANTICIPATED BENEFITS. 


_ Agreements of the kind which we have 
just signed, concluded without any political 
crrvere-pensée, are indeed the best instru- 
ments for forging permanent peace. It is 
my earnest desire that this Treaty may bring 
back the time when French ships used to 
come in great numbers to the Irish coast, 
bringing to this island the produce of French 
industry. It is also my earnest hope that this 
Treaty may intensify our direct postal and 
transport relations, increase our commercial 
exchanges, and make known to ovr tourists 
your wonderful country, and pour out with 
our French wine a little of our Southern sun, 
and renew finally those secular bonds which 
unite us in spirit and tradition. 

I should like to associate with the makin 
of this Treaty the names of the selacinal 
negotiators. On the Irish side, Messrs. Fergu- 
son, Cleary and Hughes, as well as your 
Minister in Paris, Count O’Kelly, and on the 
French side Messrs. Elbel, Coulondre and 
Arnal, without forgetting our Commercial 
Attaché, M. Leprévost. If I did not protest 
against the very flattering manner in which 
your Excellency described my modest efforts 
it is because they have been rendered possible 
only by the friendly help and affectionate 
kindliness which you have shown to me, and 
also by the good-will which I have met with in 
all the members of the Government of the 
Irish Fre> State, and, indeed, in all Irishmen.

From OUR POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
Tt first annual Conference of the Irish 


Labour Party since its reorganisation 

as a purely political group separated 
from. the industrial wing will é held at 
36 Parnell sguare, Dublin, on Friday and 
Saturday next. A report from the Adminis- 
wative Council for the year will be sub- 
mitted. This report is mainly a review of 
the party a political activities, and of the 
position as it now stands. 

The ps has twelve representatives in 
the Dail and three in the Senate; and the 
report indicates that it is preparing to make 
a strong fight to improve its position at the 
coming general election. No fewer than 
forty-four prospective candidates are on their 
list, and this number is expected to increase. 

Senator Johnson has undertaken the work 
of assisting members of the party in both 
Houses which was formerly done by Mr. 
R. J. P. Mortished, when á was assistant 
secretary to the Labour Party. 


RELATIONS WITH OTHER 
PARTIES. 


The report deals at some length with the 
relations of the Labour deputies with the 
other parties in the Dail, pointing out that 
the party is altogether independent of any 
of these, notwithstanding allegations fre- 
quently made by Fianna Fail deputies that 
Labour constantly supports the Government 
Party. There were 65 divisions from 
February of this year to the date of the 
report, and in two of these Cumann na 
nGaedheal and Fianna Fail went into the 
same lobby against the Labour Party, and 
on pine occasions Labour voted with Cumann 
na nGaedheal against Fianna Fail. On no 
less than fifty occasions Labour «deputies 
found themselves in the same lobby as 
Fianna Fail 

“These figures,” says the report, “ should 
dispose of the allegations and the insinuations 
which are being made by Fianna Fail propa- 
gandists, not on public platforms where they 
can be contradicted, but by way of statements 
made behind closed doors or in the course of 
conversation, canvassing, etc. It would be 
well to say, however, lest there should be 
any misunderstanding, that these figures must 
not be taken to mean that this party was 
fully, or even in the main. in agreement 
with the Fianna Fail point of view in all these 
issues. The Labour Party action was 
decided, not by what Fianna Fail thought, or 
what Cumann na nGaedheal thought, but by 
the merits of the particular question as it 
appeared to the party: 


THE ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

The idea is further elaborated by reference 
to the Labour Party’s attitude two years ago 
when, following the Government defeat, there 
was an election for President of the Executive 
Council. 

“Tt was known,” it says, “ that the leader 
of the Fianna Fail as well as the leader of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Party would be a 
candidate. The Labour Party considered 
their position in this eventuality, and came 
to the decision that they could not support 
the nomination of a Fianna Fail President 
and Ministry. It was decided, therefore, to 
nominate the leader of the Labour Party for 
the Presidency, and to vote against the 
nominees of the other parties. In the debate 
the Labour Party’s position was made 
abundantly clear by the speeches of the leader 
and of other members of the party.”’ 

The Administrative Council, as prescribed 
by the Constitution, has set up a joint 
Council with the Labour Party of Northern 
Treland, in order to maintain close contact 
with the North. The Council consists of 
three persons, and meets alternately in Dublin 
and Belfast. 


TRANSPORT PROBLEM.

MRS. HEARN FOUND 
NOT GUILTY. - 


EMOTIONAL SCENE IN 
THE DOCK.

RS. SARAH ANN HEARN was found 
M not guilty at Bodmin yesterday of 
the murder of Mrs. Alice Maud 
Thomas (47), wife of a farmer, at Lewannick. 
The Crown offered no evidence on the charge 
relating to the death of Miss Lydia Maria 
Everard, Mrs. Hearn’s sister. On the judge's 
direction, the jury returned a verdict of not 
uilty on this charge also. Mrs. Hearn was 
t = eter ed. 
e judge's summing up occupied four and 
a gi ours. The ey dad absent fifty- 
four minutes, and there was no demonstration 
when they announced their verdict. 

Mrs. Hearn was deathly white while the 
foreman of the jury read out the verdict, and 
was hardly able to walk from the dock. She 
left the Court supported by the nurse and a 
wardress. She said to her solicitor, after the 
verdict, “I knew they would find me inno- 
cent. want to go away and forget every- 
thing.” She evaded the lar e crowd outside 
the Court by a ruse. sister, Mrs. 
Poskitt, exchanged her red hat and blue 
coat for Mrs. Hearn’s brown clothes. 
Then Mrs. Hearn was driven through the 
crowds in an open racing car. When Mr. 
Walter West, the defending solicitor, appeared 
In a car, with Mrs. Poskitt at his side, the 
crowd cheered with tremendous enthusiasm, 
but were cheering the wrong woman. 

Mrs. Poskitt, whose face bore marks of the 
deep anxiety through which she had passed 
during the last few months, said to a Press 
representative: “I have prayed for Annie 
every day, might and morning. I have 
believed in her all through. I have always 
been quite convinced that she could not have 
done such a dreadful thing.”’ 


THE SUMMING-UP. 


_ In summing up, Mr. Justice Roche told the 
jury that they were ma Mrs. Hearn solely 
oa the charge of ki ip * Mrs. Thomas by 
administering arsenic. The first question 
was: “ Was death caused by arsenical poison- 
ing ?”’

Indications that the recent rapid advance 
had undoubtedly impaired the technical posi- 
tion created weakness at the opening. The 
market was subjected to extensive profit 
taking in quieter trading, but the losses of 
1 to 3 points were eliminated or reduced 
before mid-day.

Civil Service Federation, references were 
made to the recent Dail debate on the cost 
of living bonus. 

Mr. P. Broderick, vice-chairman, who 
presided, stated that civil servants deeply 
regretted that the Dail had not thought fit 
to set up a Commission of Inquiry into the 
cost of Ae éin bonus. He felt that decision 
was reached because deputies did not fully 
appreciate the hardships and injustices in- 
flicted by the existing system. 

Mr. H. J. Smith (Taxes) referred to a 
statement made in the Dail that over 11,000 
civil servants were in receipt of the full 
cost of living bonus. This, a” pointed ont, 
meant, that, all these people were in receipt 
of gross salaries, including bonus of £3 per 
week or less. Referring to the impending

At a meeting held in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, 
on Monday night, under the auspices of the 
Civil Service Federation, references were 
made to the recent Dail debate on the cost 
of living bonus. 

Mr. P. Broderick, vice-chairman, who 
presided, stated that civil servants deeply 
regretted that the Dail had not thought fit 
to set up a Commission of Inquiry into the 
cost of é: Sin bonus.
